Those pronhets of gloom who have been predicting the rapil erciine 
of British power ond prestige throughout the world, and those with whem 
the wish for such a cavagirephe has been the father of the thought, must

surely be beginning te realize that they will have to revise taeir opinions and | 


recall their predictions, Fer evidence accumulates, and fact is weing viled 
upon fact which go to demonstrate the virility, prestige and power of the 
Old Land and the Empire as a whole. . 

Notwithstanding the fact. that Germany was particularly bitte: against 
Britain for entering the’ world war, and sung its hymn of hate because it 
realized that the British entry into the conflict spelled defeat for Germany, 
it is a fact today that a more friendly feeling exists in Clerminy towards 
Britain than is entertained for any other nation which was allied aganast 
her. 

For 2 tine the anti-forcign fecling in China was interpreted as being 
largely an anti-British iceling. for the cultivation of which Sovizt Russia was 
largely responsible. But the inevitable reaction has now sect in as ie true 
designs of Rugsia and the true nature of British policy is becoming disclosed 
and understood. : 

At the meeting of the Inetitute of Pacific Relations held ac Honoluli Jast 
July, Sir Frederick Wuyte, chief unofficial spokesman for Creat Britain, 
presented a memorandum on the history of Anglo-Chinese reiations from 
the time of Lord Macartney’: mission in 1783 down to the fanjous comnumt- 
eation of Sic Austen Chamberlain of a year ago, ‘This meniorancum dealt 
fairly with the mistake: miade by both nations, and it demonstrated from 
the past acts of Great Britain that the conciliatory attitude o2 Sir 
Chamberlain's; €ccument was the logical outcome of those acts. 

It is interesting to recall at this time, when the Nationalists of China 


fa 


pared 


ure breaking off diplomatic relations with Soviet Russia, the manner in| 


which Sir Frederick Whyte's memorandum was received oy the Chinese Na- 
tionalist delegates at the Honolulu meeting. These delegates had distributed 
iu advance #, printed cose against Great Britain, which was replete with 
sharp stricturcs on British foreign policy. But when Sir Frederick presented 
the other sida, so impressed were the Chinese delegates by its fairness ana 
by the British point of view that they withdrew their own document and 
asked for the return of the copies distributed. This is hardly a sign of Brittsh 
decadence in world affairs, cr an evidence of loss of prestige. The fact tha 
anti-British fceling in Chita is gradually dying down is the result. 

Surely and steadily Great Britain is regaining her position as the finan- 
cial centre of the world, The pound sterling has returned to par, even in 
New York, and the flow cf gold, which has been almost ‘continucus to the 
United States for some yeurs past, has recently had an offset in the first gold 
_ ehipment from New York to London. Great Britain continues prormptiy on due 
date to make her enormous payments to the United States on account of war 
obligations, and with every payment made her position becomes stronger. 

British financial institutions and industrial concerns are more and more 
regaining their position in world markets, and whereas duriag the war Bri- 
{ish investments and securities in foreign lands and in the overseas Donne 
ions had to be withdrawn in order to carry on the grim struggle, British in- 
Vestors are again active throughout the world. 

As carriers of the commerce of the world, Gnd the great commercial 
clearing house for all nations, Britain remains supreme. In ship buiiding, 
despite all the efforts of other nations, Britain rgtains the leadership by a 
wide margin. 

And to this general improvement in position the overseas Dominions of 
the Empire, led by Canada, are contributing an ever increasing share.

Tibet Closed To Foreigners 


People Are Angry Over Statements 
Made By Explorer 

Tho secretary of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society is unable to con- 
firm the statement made by Captain 
Odell in New York that a new expedi- 
tion to climb Mount Iverest was be- 
ing organized. Captain Odell was a 
member of the society's 1921 expedi- 
tion. 

The India Office states that the next 
expedition to Mount Everest will not 
be made for some time, owing to the 
anger of the Tibetans at statements 
made by an explorer following his re- 
turn from a secret trip to Tibet. This 
explorer is said to have exhibited on 
European lecture platform two Tibet- 
an road menders as priests of the 
Dalai Lama, ruler of Tibet. When 
these statements drifted back to Tibet 
the Lama was so enraged that he re- 
fused to permit any more foreigners 
to visit the country. Under an agree- 
ment with the British officials in In- 
jdia foreigners are kept back from the 
gateway to Tibet by the British. 

The latest explorer is said to have 
| broken his word to the British, caus- 
jing the Lama to lose confidence in 
them and to deny entrance to all for- 
eigners, 

At that time the British Govyern- 
ment was negotiating with the Lama 
‘in behalf of the Royal Geographical 
' Society which desires to continue the 
exploration of Mount Everest. The 
socicty was forced to postpone the ex- 
pedition, but when the Lama again 
decides to receive visitors to his mys- 
terious country, they will probably be 
the first guests.

Cleaning Seed Grain 


Need For Greater Attention On the 
Part Of the Average Farmer 
Investigations conducted by the Ex- 
perimental Farms, have shown tre 
need for greater attention on the part 
of the average farmer to the preper 
cleaning and grading of the grain he 
uses tor seed purposes, states the Lo- 
minion Cerealist in his latest report. 
If fanning is done in a perfunctory 
manner it will be of very little use. 
The average fanning mill, except in 
the hands of a particularly careful 
man, will not clean and grade grain 
as carefully as this should be done. 
The seed for next season’s grain 
crop should be prepared in the lat 
fall or early winter. If this work is 
left to the spring it is apt to be done 
hurriedly and inadequately. The very 
best of the grain produced on the 
farm should he saved and used for 
seed, The fanning rnill should be over- 
hauled and put in: good running or- 
der and the instructions sent out by 


[the manufacturer with the mill care- 


fully followed. It is not enough to run 
the grain through the mill once, but 
it should be passed through three or 
more times if necessary. The first fan- 
ning will remove chaff, dirt and light 
kernels, and the subsequent ones will 
grade up the seed and secure the most 
uniform, the plumpest and heaviest 
kernels. If seed grain is purchased it 
is well to examine it closely and give 
it another fanning if necessary. By 
exercising this care a substantial in- 
crease in yicld per acre may be se- 
cured which will more than pay for 
the trouble taken. The report of the 
Dominion Cerealist may be obtained 
from the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Alfalfa In Crop Rotation 


Proves 2 Most Valuable and Produc- 
tive Hay Crop 

Alfalfa being undoubtedly a most 
valuable and productive hay crop, it 
should constitute a considerable pro- 
portion of the hay acreage. The area 
devoted to it in Canada is rapidly in- 
creasing, especially in Ontario whcre 
it has become one of the most im- 
portant fleld crops. On account of the 
fact, however, that alfalfa, where suc- 
cessfully grown, remains productive 
for a number of years it is not well 
adapted to short rotations, If the al- 
falfa is allowed to remain for some 
years, the percentage of the land giv- 
en to it becomes too high. A good 
method of incorporating alfalfa’ in a 
rotation of medium duration is des- 
cribed in a bulletin on “Alfalfa in 
Manitoba,” available at the Publica- 
tions Braneh of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. It is pointed 


out that alfalfa may be economically . 


included in such rotation by having 
one more field than there are years in 
the rotation. The alfalfa should be 
seeded down in the most favorable 
part of the rotation, preferably with 
a ight nurse crop of wheat and cn 
summer fallowed land or following 
an intertilled crop. The field would 
then remain in alfalfa until the other 
crops had completed one cycle of tho 
rotation and a stand established on 
another field. The alfalfa can be 
most profitably followed in the rota- 
tion by some crop that is a heavy 
feeder on soil nitrogen and requires 
clean land.

Severe Weather In Eurepe 


Seven People Perish From Cold In 
France 

Paris.—Northeasterly 
snow, which have been raging along 
the entire Atlantic seaboard, from 
Dakar to Dunkirk, have brought Eu- 
rope and Africa to a realization that 
winter has come. 

Cherbourg reported an  80-mile 
gale, Calais and Boulogne channel 
services have been interrupted and 
the air service between Paris and 
London has been entirely cancelled.

Seven lives are -reported lost in 
France alone, mostly in the north- 
ern sections, which are buried under 
15 inches of snow. Floods arc threat- 
ening Rabat, Casablanca, and the 
Moroccan rivers are overflowing in 
torrents, especially the Ouergha, 
where Abd-el-Krim's forces fought 
the French in 1925, which is out of 
bounds, making a lake from Meknes 
to the sea. 

In France the Seine and Marne are 
rising and a recurrence of the great 
floodsjof 1910 and 1921 is feared.

Great Armuments Do Not Always 
Ensuro Salety 

Speaking to the Lincoln Chamber 
of Commerce, Field Marshal Sir 
William Robertson said that though 
the reduction of armaments required 
to be treated with ihe utmost caution 
in-Great Britain, he nevertheless held 
that, however, wicked, ambitious and 
unstable human nature might he, 
every man and womiun ought ener- 
getically to support efforts to devise 
a more sensible way of composing in- 
ternational difference. No way cuuid 
be worse than the futile methods up- 
on which the nations had hitherto un- 
successfully relied. “That is the only 
conclusion I can reaci,” he said, “af- 
ter a military career covering exevUy 
fifty years, and it is, at any rate, 
more in accordance wilh financia} 
conditions than out-of-date platitudes 
about maintaining strony forees. If 
the futility of war were more insis- 
tently emphasized by political leaders 
the defence of the Empire would socn 
become a far easier and cheaper tas 
than it is now.” 

Lord Rothermere, writing en the 
same subject in the Sunday Pictorial, 
estimated that Great Britain is spend- 
ing £39,000,000 a year more on de- 
fence than before the war. “Think 
what might be done with that /39,- 
000,000!” ord Rotheriers sugient- 
ed that at another coaference experts 
should be rigorously excluded, There 
is much more sense in this than some 
people might think. ‘Yhe late Lod 
Salisbury used to gay that if you 
listened to the experts you would 
have to fortify the moon against a 
possible atlack from Mars. The 
truth is that nowadays great arma- 
ments do not ensure safety but only 
ensure ruin to those who use them, 
Meanwhile we nete that the -Ameri- 
can Naval Supply dill to le submitted 
to congress will ask for an experndi- 
ture of £8,000,00U more than last year.
